After almost three years if 
slow ly roiling time, of constant suf- 
fering, the wheels of life stood still, 
the tired heart ceased Its throb- 
blngsandthe soul of one of th> 
greatest jurists in the Big Sandy 
valley stood before the King. 

Judge Patton was born in Pike 
county, Ky., February 7th, 1*44, 
and died at hi* home In Edeo.Mar- 
tin coonty Ky, Dec. 11, 1897. 

Judge Patton's father moved 
from Pike county to Lawrence Co . 
Ky., in 1844 and settled near Loui- 
sa.wbere he, John S., through many 
difficulties, acquited a good knowl- 
edge of the ordinary branches of an 
English education. John S. Pstton 
received a certificate to teach school 
and for four year* he served the 
people of Ijtwrence county, a* an 
Instructor in the public school*. 
In tne year 18«9 he was licensed to 
practice law at Greenup, under 
Judge Stanton. He was elected Co. 
Attorney of Martin county, when 
that county was laid off of parts ot 
Lawrence, Johnson and Pike in I 
1870. The little county of Martin 
which had honored him with Iti 
trusts again thought him worthy 
of the position, and he was re-elect- 
ed in 1874. Retiring from a suc- 
cessful administration in thisofllce, 
he made the race for Circuit Judge 
of the 24th Judicial District and 
was elected by a majority of al- 
most 300 in tbl* Republican dis- 
trict. Judge Pstton wa* a deserv- 
edly popular man with the people. 
A man with broad sympathies and 
wide charity. The poor, wherever 
he went, felt the kindness of bis 
heart. He stopped at no expense 
to help his fellows and many a man 
can call his memory blessed for 
some substantial help given while 
in straightened circumstance*. He 
aas a liberal contributor to tbe 
building of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, at Eden and 
was always liberal In his support 
of gospel provisions. 

As a lawyer, ha was among tbe 
baai in the Big Sandy Valley. His 
counsel was especially esteemed by 
his co-workers at tbs bar and bis 
decisions generally carried tbe 
weight due an intelligent, alert Ju- 
rist. The Intricacies of the law 
vanished before a mind of erudi- 
tion and bis broad common sense, 
and generous heart enabled him 
to take the sure and sate course in 
everything that came before birr. 
Within the last three years he was 
a victim to dropsy and was bardly 
abte to attend his pressing duties. 
He fought bravely and hard to sus- 
tain himself, but he was brought 
low by his dread foe, at last. 

Judge Patton was not alarmed at 
the approach of death. In bis clo- 
sing moments he hsd faith in bis 
God, to whom be committed his 
soul. His remark* to a friend just 
before be died were : ' I am await- 
ing the Lord's will. I had nothing 
to do with puttng myself on this 
earth, and will have notlhng to do 
with my going from It. When the 
Lord takes me away, I will than 
consider he has more use for me 
up yonder than he has down here." 

Bis funeral was preached by Rev. 
R. F. Bice nod the writer at the M. 
E Church, South, in Eden, Dec. 11 
The Masonic Fraternity, of which 
he was a member, buried h i in. A 
large congregation were in attend- 
ance to testify to the esteem in 
which he was held. He baa but 
few surviving relatives. May God 
bless the aged father and disconso- 
late widow.
